Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: claimed structure is held anticipated and obvious 
over Mahnkopf and Imai references for reasons of record in Paper No. 14. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to 
show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., the lightly doped region to be 
the lowest doping concentration of the collector) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 
(Fed. Cir. 1993). It is clear that the rejected claims do not require the lightly doped region to be the lowest doping concentration of the 
collector. 
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
